more hands. To our canning fac- 
tory may be given the credit for 
the increase in new factories. 

The success of the canning fac- 
tory gave our people confidence 
in manufacturing enterprises. 
Our canning factory employs 
from 7S to ISO hands whire run 
ning. 

Our factory packed tomatoes at 
a cost of 56 cents a dozen. They 
can corn at a cost of ID to 45 
cents a dozen. They could have 
sold ten times as many goods as 
th-py pTTt- t i p : tli p 'rip nun ift "t i B B 
kept pace with the increased out- 
put. All the armies and navies 
of the w<>rld have become mar- 
kets for canned goods. All the 
mining coantries of the world 
have become large consumers of 
canned vegetables. They are 
compelled to ase vegetables to 
preserve health. Kvcry section 
of the world is yearly increasing 
its coDsumption of canned vege- 
tables. All the vegetables that 
ran be canned must be grown in 
a limited belt. Every new coun- 
try on the gloln' to lie hereafter 
settled must get its canned goods 
from that belt as the vegetables 
must be canned where grown. 
Missouri holds the medals of the 
World's Fair at Chicago in 1888 
for owined tomatoes. 

Some of the farmers here raised
